which! has been so cleaned, I opine can .hardly 
be in large quantity. The Company, their

wounded and one killed; On the 2tst Admiral 
Ting and his men had carried. a ‘field-piece 
into action, which had done. great execution, 
-killing 100 of the savages, after ‘which “Lii-ka- 
mong was taken by a brave attack by our 
men. “The savages have no ‘particular , military 
tactics, but are skilled in setting ambushes, and 
are ‘excellent sharp-shootcrs, It is necessary 
always before making an advance to dislodge:
